When most of the Water has rise 
to top. stir water and coffee briskly. 
After two or three minutes, remove 
coffee-maker from heat. 

Cloth filters should be kept in 
water in the refrigerator between 
uses—never wash them with soap. 

For percolator, measitré cold Wa- 
ter into pot and heat to boiling 


coffee into basket and return to 
heat. Let it percolate gently for six 
to eight minutes. That's all there 
is to it. 

Don't forget that there are a num- 
ber of interesting ways you may 
serve coffee. Try it with a twist of 
lemon peel, for example—it's color- 
ful and deticious.

Tooth decay starts éarly in 
childhood. 

The whole problem is discussec' 
by the Public Affairs Conimittec 
in a pamphlet entitled, “Your 
Teeth.— How to Save Them.” 
Written by Herbert Yahraes, it is 
sponsored by the council on den- 
tal héalth of the American dental 
association and the dental com- 
mittee of the health edtcation 
servicé of the New York tubercu- 
losis and health association. 

Most parents believe, writes 
Yahraes,; that junior’s first teeth 
are unimportant. This. isn’t so. 
Junior needs a complete: set of 
teeth to chew his food properly. 
What happens to his teeth can in- 
fluence also the shape of ‘his mouth 
and face as he grows up. 

All through infancy and much 
of childhood, the jaws are grow- 
ing teeth, working during the 
earliest years on two sets at once. 
Beginning about the age of Six, 
one set is gradually discarded, be- 
ing replaced by another, with 
twelve additions — namely, the 
permanent molars. 

How can you help junior save 
his teeth? Herédity is a factor. 
But a good diet is perhaps the 
most important during the first 
six or eight years of life. 

Without vitamin A, for example. 
the tooth bud cannot be formed 
normally and the tooth will be 
defective. Vitamin C is another 
tooth builder. The growing tooth 
also must have calcium, phosphor- 
us and vitamin D. All of these 
are to be found in a well balanced 
diet made up every day from éac? 
of the seven basic food groups: 
green and yellow vegetables; cit- 
rus fruits, tomatoes and salad 
greens; other vegetables, inciud- 
ing potatoes, and fruits; milks and 
dairy products; meat, poultry, 
fish, eggs, nuts; bread and cer- 
eals; butter or margarine and vita- 
min A added. 

Other helpful hints are: 


1. Be temperate in the use of 


sweets. 
2. Have junior clean his mouth 


after eating. Finishing the meal 


with a raw fruit or vegetable + 


recommended. 

%. Fneourage good mouth habits. 
Thumbsucking, if long continued, 
will make the first teeth irregular. 
If it continues into school age, the 
permanent teeth may be harmed. 

4. Even tiny cavities should be 
corrected as soon as the dentist 
suggests.

these paper statistics are true. 
However, that does not relieve 
the beneficiaries of the respon- 
sibility of promoting to secure 
added trade because Upland would 
have no law demanding that 
wage earners spend their money 
locally. Hence, the importance 
of shop-at-home and shop-in-Up- 
land drives whether we like the 
prospect or not. 

Upland, then, has the facilities 
to support three or four light 
industries employing 100 to 150 
people each under current condi- 
tions, as part of a program to 
provide diversification of business, 
agriculture, trades, and profes- 
sions. Under no circumsttances 
should we be deluded into think- 
ing industry is the answer to the 
whole problem, it is only a part 
of the whole. 

However, the community stands 
a very good chance of losing 
even that part of its economic 
development if it continues to 
indulge in wishful thinking and 
lethargic action in seeking to 
provide diversification. It is a 
local problem, and can only be 
solved through local action; it 
is pure folly to assume that out- 
side aid will materially assist us. | 

What we need is the help of) 
all who are sincerely interested 
in the future of Upland. In 
dition to money we must have | 
access to their time and effort 
over the long pull before we will | 
ever come close to solving the | 
problem. Mere talk won't do} 
the job. |

It is dubious whether, in late 
1945 and into 1946 and 1947, Nor- 
way, a country with a frontier 
on the Soviet Union, would have 
dared send such a note. At that 
time the sudden demobilization of 
the United States, thé uncertainty 
of Ametican policy, the confidence 
of the European Communist par- 
ties, and the presence of the Red 
army immediately proximate — tc 
Western Europe had thoughtful 
furopeans dismayed, lest thes 
armies in confidence or over-con: 
fidenee step out, as some Russian 
officers predicted, to the Atlantic 

There was recognitiofi that if 
they did, nothing could stop them 
except anothef world war fought 
on European soil. European lead- 
ers imagined themselves caught 
between Scylla' and_ Charybdis 
and this induced a paralysis of 
thought and will. 

Now the action of Norway, onc 
of the weakest and most exposed 
of the western nations, indicates 
first that her own Communists 
have little influence and, second, 
that her leaders do not anticipate 
Soviet aggression in response to 
Norway’s stand-—in short, that if 
the U.S.S.R. knows the U.S.A. 
will defend a Furepean country 
that is attacked, the U.S.S.R. will 
not attack, 

This is. a gentine step toward 
peace. For, onc way to make ag- 
gressive war certain is to offer 
temptations to its suceess. For 
offering to Hitler the temptation 
to wage a successful war against 
the west: with his back secured by 
the pact with Rtissia, the Soviet 
Union. is itself—-whatever the jus- 
tification—involved in responsibil- 
ity for World War I. 

The thitd encouraging thing in 
the Norwegian note is the assur- 
ance of the Norwegian govern- 
ment that Norway will not pro- 
vide bases for American aggres-
